WASHINGTON, 
June 10.—General 


Pershing's communique today reports 
the repulse of a heavy enemy attack 
in the vicinity of Bouresches, with se 
vere enemy losses. There was lively 
artillery fighting in the Chateau 
Thierry and Picardy sections. 


The communique, dated June 9, fol' 


lows: 


"Section A: Northwest of Chateau 


Thierry, the enemy made a fresh at 
tack during the night on our positions 
in the vicinity of Bouresches. 
Tlv 


attack, which was preceded by artil- 
lery preparations and accompanied b; 
heavy machine gun fire, broke down 
with severe losses to the assailants 
In this region and in Picardy there 
was lively artillery fighting. 
"On the Marne section, the day was 


marked by decreased artillery activ- 
ity."

port and Framingham. 
He left for 


France in September. 


The last wort? received from him 


was in the form of a letter to Mr. 
Fiske last February.

he was well and happy.

though Mr. Fiske had sent 
several 


letters in the interval. 


The telegram announcing his death 


was received Saturday evening, ad- 
dressed to his mother. 
It was a 


sad 
yet 
fortunate 
expression 
of 


chance that she was not alive to re- 
ceive the death message. The tele 
gram did not give the date of hi; 
being wounded, hut 
merely 
statec 


that he had died from wounds re 
ceived in action. 


Private Bruce* had attended 
sev- 


eral 
local 
grammar 
schools. 
He 


was born in Acton but came here 
when a child. 
He had been 
em- 


ployed by the Auto Tfre Vulcan- 
izing Co. for IS months and one of 
his co-workers here was Corp. John 
Thyne of Co. M. . It was through 
his friendship with Corp. Thyne that 
Bruce wag induced to enlist.

Maryland Coast 


NEW YORK. June 10.—Captain J. 


Mackenzie and 16 members of the crew 
of the American steamship Pinar dol 
Rio. who have been missing since the 
vessel was sunk by a German subma- 
rine off the coast of Maryland on June 
S, reached here today on a Norwegian 
steamship which rescued them from a 
small lifeboat about 70 miles off 
the 


coast of NeW Jersey. 


All the crew are thus accounted for, 


a,s the chief mate and 
15 men were 


landed early this morning at a life sav- 
ing station 
on the North Carolina 


coast. 


The. U-boat sank'the Pinar del P.io 


with gunfire, after the crew had been 
given opportunity to set into the two 
lifeboats. Captain Mackenzie said. 


The steamship stopped after, a shot 


from the submarine passed over her 
bow, 
about 75 miles off the Maryland 


coast. The German came within meg- 
aphone speaking" distance and her cap- 
tain ordered the Americans into the 
small boats. The Americans took their 
time and it was a half hour before they 
loft the vessel. The weather was rough 
and the boats soon became separated. 
Captain Maskenzie and his companions 
drifted 10 hours Refore being picked .up 
by the Norwegian ship. 


American Steamer Mauban | Captain and Crew of Sunken 


Went Down Off the Coast 
Schooner Were Prisoners 


On Raider 
of Italy 


News of Sinking .Brought 


Here by Members of Her 
•Crew Who Landed Today 


NEW YORK, June 10.—News of 


the sinking of the American steamer 
Mauban off the coast of Italy. late in 
May,'was brought here today by 26 
members of her crew, who arrived on 
a freight steamship. 


The Mauban, 1253 tons gross, was 


built in 1900 and prior to the war was 
engaged in Philippine trade. She was. 
last reported leaving Manila for Eu- 
ropean waters. 


The steamship that 
brought 
the 


crew of the Mauban had on board also 
12 members of the crew of the auxil- 
iary schooner Oily of Pensacola, sunk 
by a submarine in May near Genoa 
and 30 members of the crew of the 
steamship City of Washington, which 
was destroyed by fire at sea 
after 


leaving an American port with a car- 
go of cotton. The City of Wilming- 
ton s crew was picked up by an out- 
ward bound ship, landed in Italy and 
sent home by American consular rep- 
resentatives.

FRENCH HOLD HUNS OUT .WINGS 


BtIT GIVE GROIIXD IN CENTRE 


PARIS, June 10.—The new German 


attack, on the front between Montdi- 
dier and Noyon, continued last night 
with undiminished violence, the war 
office reports. 
On the French left

THE WRONG WAY 


A New York court has decided that 


the mayor and aldermen of Mt. Ver- 
non, N.-Y., have not the legal authority 
to exclude the objectionable Hearst 
papers from that city. 
The judge, of 


course, is right in so deciding, regard- 
less of the fact that the papers may 
be very obnoxious to the community. 
If a city government had the power 
to stop the sale of any newspapers 
within its limits, the freedom of the 
press would be seriously 
affected. 


There is another way and a more prac- 
tical one of dealing with such papers. 
The people can stop the sale by not 
buying them and no court can over- 
rule their action. 


THEIR PRETENDED COURTESY 
The patronizing courtesy of the com- 


manders of U-boats in dealing kindly 
with some of the victims of their sub- 
marines, has apparently been misun- 
derstood by some people. The com- 
manders had some hidden motive in 
taking Americans on board the sub- 
marines. It was either to seek infor- 
mation or else to offset some of the 
cruel things they have 
done. There 


are too many cases on record to show 
the extreme brutality of these com- 
manders, to be overcome by any sin- 
gle incident of 
pretended 
courtesy. 


The firing upon life boats and taking 
survivors on the deck of their sub- 
marine, only to submerge and leave 
them to drown, is a piece of brutality 
that has on more than one occasion 
been perpetrated by these same com- 
manders. 


If there should be a return to the 


child labor abuses that formarly ex- 
isted, the fact will militate against 
the textile industries of New England, 
including those of Lowell. 
But in 


spite of that fact it must be admitted 
that the proper method of dealing with 
the question is through state legisla- 
tion. It would seem that with the ex- 
perience o£ the different states under 
the new -law, they should be willing 
now to enact measures serving the 
same purpose, namely, the prevention 
of child labor in the factories. 


If the supreme court had pronounced 


this law constitutional, the 
decision 


would stand as a precedent in favor 
of various other laws that would prove 
in many cases obnoxious to the states 
and might result in civil war. Thus it 
is plain that the supreme court of the 
United States has served a patriotic 
purpose in standing 
as a 
bulwark 


against the propositions, now so Very 
common for federal action and Inter- 
ference in state affairs. 
'mere are 


other cases of a similar nature thai 
have been similarly decided, and still 
others that may soon be presented for 
consideration, and regardless of 
the 


merits of each or all of them, the court 
will stand for what the 
constitution 


provides and will at the same time see 
that the rights of the sovereign states 
shall not be broken down or over- 
ruled by the federal powers.

right and justice demand that a new 
trial of Mooney should be had in or- 
der that no possible mistake shall ba 
made in a case where human life is 
at stake."

SHELLING OF COAST CITIES BV tT- 


BOATS MORE; LIKELV THAN- 


AIR RAIDS

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Shelling of 


coast cities by U-boats is much more 
likely, and could be accomplished with 
fewer difficulties and less danger, than 
a submarine attempt to loose an air 
raid against our coast. 
This is the 


view of army and navy authorities 
who have studied the 'possibilities of 
both attacks. 


"No doubt an air raid against our 


coast could be carried on from sub- 
marines," one 
high 
official o[ 
the 


army admitted today, "hut all our 
study of tho difficulties involved and 
the advantages that might result JUB- 
tify the belie? that this is the leasl 01 
our dangers from subs. 


"The big- job for the submarines "Hist 


now is to stop the flow of men, rnu-/ 
nitions and foodstuffs from this coun- 
:ry to Englan-J and France. Thcraid- 
ng of American cities'would contrib- 
ute nothing to this end. unless by 
chance they should hit an embarka- 
.ion wha.rf or warehouse. 
But even 


hat would be of less consequence than 
he sinking of one big cargo carrier 
t sea or1 of one troopship. 
"To launch an air raid, even of one 
r two machines, would necessitate a 
pecial type of submarine, and In c.ir- 
ying: out such a raid the submarine's i 
ffectiveness as a. weapon against ves'- 
els at sea, would be reduced and her 
xposure to the chances of discovery 
nd 
destruction 
immeasurably 
in- 


reased. 
"To begin with, the airplanes would 
ave to be transported inside the Tr- 
eats, whose hatches would have, to 
e of much large size, and the diffi- 
ilties of maintaining a sealtight boat 
ncreased. 


"But suppose such a submarine, with 
le capacity to carry one or several 
rplanes. should be conslrti'-ted and 
;nt across. 
Arriving off the Atlantic 


iast. the submarine would have to 
merge to hoist out and assemble the 
anes. 
Even at best, this would be 


job of hours, not minutes, and the 


anger of discovery by patrol vessels 
ould be great.

Our 
institutions have radiated to the remot- 
est parts of the globe, -concepts of a 
government guided and 'maintained by 
the will o£ its people. As a people im- 
oued with the highest Ideals of justice, 
the fact ,that the allied armies have 
their backs to the wall fighting the 
minions of autocracy makes the present 
moment assume a ragged and a dan- 
gerous front and moves us to the sol- 
emn duty of self-examination, to de- 
termine whether we .are doing our full 
part." 
With equal emphasis, insisting that

should have a part in its control.

worker has a right to be 


freed from all avoidable uncertainities 
of employment., both from those arising 
throuhg poor labor administration and 
from mismanagement in production a'lri 
the efforts of speculation in raw mate- 
rials or finished products. 


"In looking toward the future, W3 


feel keenly that the nature of social 
Development will depend largely up in 
the principles which workers shall de- 
mand as the basis for relationships. 


"We are each day 
building' labor's 


house of tomorrow. If that structure 
is to edure the test it must be founded 
upon the bedrock principles of equality 
and democracy in relations between 
'men. 
"The present war is an extraordinarj 


opportunity to determine those princi- 
ples. This life and death struggle ba- 
tween the nations of 
the 
world is il 


laboratory which is disclosing 
tl>3 


strength or weakness of every social re- 
lationship and institution. War is forc- 
ing us back to the essentials of life. 
War is a fundamentally 
co-operative 


action of organic society. The present 
war Is on such a gigantic 
scale that 


every part of national life is involved. 
The whole nation Is in ths w;,r. The 
fpirit of war activity and organization 
is essentially social. The national or- 
ganism is at stake. As a war necessity 
we are seeking the 
principles which 


will assure the most efficient co-opera- 
tion. 
This co-operation must coma 


from the two primary forces of sod-sty 
—the possessors of creative labor pow- 
er and controllers of capital." 


In behalf of labor, offering this co- 


operation, the report renewed its dec- 
laration that labor cannot be classed as

Moreover, 
it is certainly of the utmost importance 
i l i . i t i he highfsi court in the land shall 
•how the most scrupulous regard for 
state rights. 


The child labor law. so-called, was 


at best only a makeshift planned to 
evade the plain provisions of the con- 
stitution. The merits of child labor 
;lid not enter into tho case. The court 
passed merely upon the grave ques- 
tion of Whether congress had the pow- 
er so to interfere in the local matters 
of the sovereign states. 


It must be very plain that the de- 


cision shows a recognition of state 
rights and the sovereignty of states 
in their local affairs, that it is well to 
cherish and protect. 


If there should be a return to the 


child labor abuses that formerly ex- 
isted, the fact will militate against 
the textile industries of New England, 
including those of Lowell. 
But in 


spite of that fact it must be admitted 
that the proper method of dealing with 
the question is through state legisla- 
tion. It would seem that with the ex. 
perience of the different states under 
the new law, they should be willing 


same purpose, namely, the prevention 
of child labor in the factories. 


If the supreme court had pronounced 


this law constitutional, the 
decision 


would stand as a precedent in favor 
of various other laws that would prove 
in many cases obnoxious to the Elates 
uid might result in civil war. Thus it 
s plain that the supreme court of the 
United States has served a patriotic 
purpose in standing 
as 
a. 
bulwark 


against tho propositions, now so very 
common for federal action and inter- 
ference in state affairs. 
There are 


other cases of a similar nature that 
lave been similarly decided, anrl slill 
others that may soon bo presented for 
consideration, and regardless of the 
merits of each or all of them, the court 
will stand for what the. 
constitution 


provides and will at the same time see 
that the rights of the sovereign states 
shaU not bo broken Sown or over- 
uled by tho federal powers.

While this court must 
have 
had 


reason for its action, it is regrettable 
that a new trial was not granted as 
may be inferred from the statement 
of Judge Griflin, who presided at the 
trial of Mooney and sentenced him to 
death. Judge Griffin in a statement 
to the press said: 


"I believe that all of us who were 


participants in the trial concur that 
right and justice demand that a new 
trial of Mooney should be had in or- 
der that no possible mistake shall be 
made in a case where human life is 
at stake." 


"We do not approve 
of newspaper 


trial of such cases; but we respect the 
bona fide statements of the presiding 
judge and that of the Mediation com- 
mission. 
That President Wilson has
